. Meeting last Tuesday at 


Marin School, the Board, 
with Member Ruth Ganong 
absent, heard Superinten-

children in the K-12 grade 
levels. 

McCully suggested the 
state could assume the fund-

‘Barriers to equal oppor- 
tunity must be attacked 
wherever they remain, but 
in no area is it more crucial 
to do so than in education. 
Nowhere else is the tragic 
waste of human potential so 
obvious, the fulfillment of 
that pecential so charged 
with hope for a better fu- 
ture.” 

The Committee listed four 
areas of agreement on how 
best to work toward equality 
of educational opportunity: 

1) The importance of as- 
suring that elementary and 
secondary school students 
are well preparéd academi- 
cally and encouraged early 
in their schooling to aspire 
to higher education. Said the 
Committee: “Institutions of 
higher education have a 
major responsibility to help 
get younger students into 
the pipeline to advanced 
learning.” 

2) The necessity for col- 
leges and universities to 
search for and actively re- 
cruit students from groups 
that have not had adequate 
educational and cultural 
opportunities. 

3) The need for increased 
emphasis on individualized 
admissions procedures, de- 
spite the greater costs these 
may entail. **More attention 
needs to be given to a wide 
range of individual qual- 
ities, backgrounds, experi- 
ence and accomplishments, 
in addition to quantitative 
data such as grade-point 
averages and test scores,” 
the Committee said. 

4) The eperpaee of 
adequate student support 
services such as financial 
aid, academic assistance 
and counseling. 

The Committee said it will 
welcome the participation 
of other groups because of 
the advantages of mutual 
support and joint action. It 
stated: **We aredetermined 
to press on toward our goal, 
because we are convinced 
that the future course of 
American society is inex- 
tricably linked to the equal 
opportunity of each of its 
members — because it is 
right.”” +

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AN OPEN LETTER TO ALBANY 
PARENTS AND CITIZENS 


We, the teachers of Albany, are concerned about the 
plight of education in this community. Because we believe that 
the full impact of Proposition 13 has not yet hit, we would like 
to inform you about the massive cuts in program and staff which 
are occurring as a result of Proposition 13. 


Already these reductions have been made: 

1. A loss of approximately $650,000 in district funds. 

2. A loss of 20 teachers, administrators, and staff. 

3. Major cuts in P.E., sports, counseling, library, music, and 
adult education and total loss of the summer school 
program. 

4. Large decreases in supplies and equipment and drastic 
reductions in all maintenance. 

5. A 15% decline in teacher purchasing power. Albany 
teachers will not receive any salary or cost of living 
increase this year which combined with last year’s 3% 
cost of living adjustment results in a serious loss of 
purchasing power by all teachers and employees of the 
Albany School District. 


Under such destructive conditions several teachers are 
planning to get out of education. Others have already taken 
part-time jobs, while still others have been forced to cut their 
living standards drastically. 

We were told that Proposition 13 would not force 
teachers to subsidize education, yet that is exactly what has 
happened. Although our school board and administration have 
been sympathetic to our problems, we believe that teachers can 
no longer maintain the quality educational system for which Al- 
bany has been noted. 

What can you do to help? We urge you as parents and 
taxpayers to support public education by writing your legisla- 
tors that you expect them to maintain Albany schools at the full 
financial level they had before Proposition 13. Address your

Barbara Christian is 


first black woman 
to get tenure at UCB 


BERKELEY — “‘Affir- 
mative action means more 
than just bringing in diffe- 
rent skin colors. We're talk- 
ing about getting other 

ints of view that have not 

n discussed in the educa- 
tional system.”’ 

Professor Barbara Chris- 
tian made that point re- 
cently while reflecting on 
being the first black woman 
to be advanced to tenure at 
the University of California, 
Berkeley. 

Christian was notified last 
summer of the promotion 
that makes her an associate 
professor of Afro-American 
studies and thus a perma- 
nent member of the Ber- 
keley faculty. 

Her views are strongly in- 
fluenced by her involve- 
ment in the activism of the 
sixties and the civil rights 
movement. 

“Few of the goals have 
been accomplished, and in 
many cases the country 
seems to be slipping back- 
wards,” she says. And she is 
impatient with changes 
caused by affirmative ac- 
tion programs. 

Her teaching and re- 
search have focused 
strongly on the black 
woman in world literature. 
One of her major goals, 
Christian said, is to com- 
municate to black 
youngsters, and especially 
to girls, that they can and 
must participate in deter- 
mining who they will be. 

“Too many signs in this 
society say they can’t do 
anything. Black girls have 
been called the invisible 
students, because their in- 
terests and goals are so 
rarely considered in the 
school system,’’ Christian 
points out. ‘* You lose almost 
all of these students before 
they reach the university 
level.” 

Christian also has a per- 
sonal reason to be con- 
cerned about black girls and 
the educational system: her 
own six-year-old daughter.

SAN FRANCISCO — Be- 
ginning in January, con- 
struction professionals can 
enroll in a new program 
leading. to a certificate in 
construction practices.

And if the time-honored 
back-country pele of 
“emulating the cat’’ by 
burying one’s feces is no 
longer practical because of 
the great number of people 
in an area, then it’s better to 
restrict the numbers than to 
require the carting out of 
feces, as is currently re- 
quired in the Grand Canyon, 
said Nash. 


Rather than sending 
“waves of patrolling, 
ticket-writing rangers 
through the mountains and 
down the canyons’’ to police 
the actions of backpackers, 
why not require wilderness 
licenses *‘as evidence of no- 
trace camping skill,’’ just as 
we require licenses for driv- 
ing cars, he asked.

Marina to 
have 150 
new berths 


OAKLAND — The first 
phase of the expansion and 


modernization of the Oak- 


land Embarcadero Marina 
has recently been com- 
pleted. 

The is is a joint ef- 
fort between the California 
Department of Navigation 
and Ocean Development 
(DNOD) and the Port of 
Oakland to redevelop the 
shoreline facilities along the 
Embarcadero estuary area. 

**Phase One’’ of the 

marina project included the 
construction of 150 berths, 
shoreline protection and 
dredging at the Central 
Marina Basin near the junc- 
tion of Nineteenth Avenue 
and Embarcadero. 
_ The Oakland Marina pro- 
ject is being funded through 
a $4 million loan from 
DNOD to the Port of Oak- 
land. These state funds 
come from gas taxes paid by 
boaters. 

The port will be responsi- 
ble for administering 
marina operations.

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Some good ne 
on nitrogen 
for farmers 


(Second of two parts on recent find- 
Ings by University of California scien- 
tists about the environmental impact 
of nitrogen fertilizer in irrigated ag- 
riculture. Because plants never use all 
the nitrogen in fertilizer, some of it 
moves naturally through soil, water 
and air. Part of this lost nitrogen 
changes to the nitrate form and /s car- 
rled below the plant roots by water. If 
and when nitrate reaches ground- 
water, it is considered a pollutant.) 


DAVIS — There’s some 
good news for farmers and 
others concerned about nit- 
rogen escaping into the en- 
vironment from the wide- 
spread heavy use of fer- 
‘tilizer in California. Most 
loss of nitrogen takes place 
only when more fertilizer 
than the crops can use is 
applied. 

“Five years of research at 
the University of California 
at Davis and in the San Joa- 

uin Valley show clearly 
that a farmer can put nitro- 
gen fertilizer on his crop u 
to the point of highest yield, 
while still holding loss of nit- 
rogen to a minimum for his 

articular soil type,”” says 

oy Rauschkolb, 
Cooperative Extension soil 
scientist. **But if he puts on 
more than is needed for 
near-maximum yield, much 
more nitrogen escapes. This 
is an important fact when 
you're trying to control nit- 
rate pollution of groundwa- 
ter.” 

The farmer, however, has 
a problem. If he tries to put 
on just enough nitrogen to 
approach top ge but un- 
derestimates, he risks seri- 
ous crop losses. *‘It’s not an 
easy choice,’ the UC scien- 
tist says. * Most farmers are 
under extreme economic 
pressure to get maximum 
yields.’ 

Still, UC researchers say, 
their findings show that ex- 
cess nitrogen fertilization 
not only increases pollution 
potential but also produces 
no benefits for the farmer. 
And, in fact, research re- 
sults such as these, as well 
as greater environmental 
awareness and higher nit- 
rogen prices, have com- 
bined in recent years to re- 
duce the use of nitrogen fer- 
tilizer on some crops in 
California. , 

The problem of nitrogen 
in the farmland environ- 
ment has still another di- 
mension: The potential for 
pollution varies in different 
areas and under different 
circumstances. A chief 


reason for this variance is - 


that heavy clay soils store 
large amounts of nitrogen, 
thereby reducing the 
amount Tost below the root 
zone, whereas sandy soils

(All 
spaces in critical areas 
should be marked — as they 
are on Adams Street.) 

Commuters or employees 
who park for the day in resi- 
dential areas contribute to, 
the problem. (There should 
be more of the Two Hour 
zones in proximity to eom- 
mercial areas.) 


Homes and apartments 
which do not use their off- 
street parking or garages 
contribute to the problem 
when they leave their cars 
on the street.

The examples cited above 
are so prevalent throughout 
the city that they warrant 
attention.

First proof of a new 
category of disease 
causing agents found 


RIVERSIDE — Mounting 
evidence suggests there is a 
new category of disease- 
causing agents as signific- 
ant as viruses or bacteria. 

Scientists have the first 
proof that extremely small 
disease agents exist in the 
animal kingdom. These 
animal pathologens are 
strikingly similar to ‘‘vir- 
oids,”’ Sine ared in the 
plant kingdom six years ago 
and already identified as 
causes of several plant dis- 
eases,

Both the viroids and the 
animal pathogens are much 
smaller than viruses, and by 
far the smallest infectious 
agents known. Researchers 
at the University of Califor- 
nia at Riverside and the 
University of Wisconsin 
have revealed the viroid- 
like characteristics of 
scrapie, a disease of sheep 
that degenerates nerve tis- 
sue,

Pathologist Joseph Seman- 
cik and Postgraduate Re- 
search Assistant Terry

and Veterinarian Richard 
Marsh and Animal Scientist

“Our studies have been 
directed at expences the 
significance of viroids or 
viroid-like molecules to 
animals as well as plants,” 
explains Semancik, who 
discovered the voroid re- 
sponsible for a disease of 
citrus in 1972, “If some- 
thing like the viroid causes 
serapie,’’ he says, ‘‘the 
same sort of agent may 
cause other diseases, in- 
cluding those of man.’ 


Scrapie is in fact closely 
related to two diseases in 
man: Creutzfeldt-Jacob and 
kuru. All are marked by de- 
generation of the nervous 
system. Poorly understood, 
such diseases inféct ani- 
mals and humans months or 
years before the onset of 
symptoms. But when the 
onset occurs, it is swift, 
dramatic and fatal. The re- 
cently reported findings 
Suggest that such diseases 
may be caused by viroid- 
like pathogens rather than 
by viruses 


Unfortunately, the viroid 
or viroid-like molecule will 

resent unheard of chal- 
enges for prevention and 
cure of disease, according to 
the scientists. Since it is not 
covered by a protein coat as 
is the virus, its animal or 
human hosts cannot be pro- 
tected by a vaccine. It is 
possible that more research 
may enable scientists to 
delay the onset of symptoms 
beyond the normal life span 
of the host. 


Riverside’s Semancik 
began collaborating with 
Wisconsin’s Richard Marsh 
in 1972. Their hunch was 
that scrapie was not a virus, 
as previously thought, but 
more like a viroid. Both 
agents were so small that 
they had gone undetected 
for years; both were so sta- 
blethat standard laborator: 
methods could not diminish 
their ability to cause dis- 
ease. 


The evidence of scrapie’s 
small size was presented at 
a recent National Institutes 
of Health symposium on 
slow transmissible diseases 
of the nervous system. It 
comes fast on the heels of 
another finding reported by 
this team. The researchers 
reported in the September 
14 issue of Nature that the 
scrapie agent contained an 
essential strand of DNA

Board President Bruce 
Arnold is concerned over 
the possibility of the state 
making local schools scho- 
larship schools and thus tak- 
ing the control of the schools 
from the local boards. 

Bonnie Cediel, board 
member, said she believed 
each member of the Board 
of Education should be re- 
sponsible for one school and 
should act. as the sounding 
board for that school, thus 
comparing and evaluating 
school employment as con- 
cerned with other school 
districts and boards of edu- 
cation. 

Dr. Richard Rosenquist, 
assistant superintendent, 
gave an outline of the profi- 
ciency standards used by 
the Albany school system 
prior to graduation, He said 
the schools use tests that are 
exclusive to the Albany dis- 
trict and are not used in 
other districts. The tests are 
of a nature that relates only 
to Albany, thus giving a bet- 
ter picture of the true educa- 
tional advantages of the 
local system. 

He said the schools are 
now testing once during 
grades 7 to 9 and twice in 
grades 10 and 11. At the pre- 
sent time, testing is going on 
in grades 7, 8,9 and 10. Stu- 
dents who are below the 
norm or having trouble are 
called in, with parents, to 
discuss the assessment and 
to listen to recommenda- 
tions to bring scores up to 
grade levels. 

He also said that after 
June 1980, no student will 
graduate from high school 
who has not met local stan- 
dards of proficiency. Diffe- 
rent competency standards 
may be established for stu- 
dents with identified dis- 
abilities, he said.

SAN JOSE — Removal of 
surplus tule elk from the 
Owens Valley in Inyo 
County was completed last 
week when 26 elk were cap- 
tured and transported to a 
new home in Santa Clara 
County, the Department of 
Fish and Game reported to- 


fae & 

'wenty elk cows and six 
bulls were taken from the 
Gooddale and Independence 
herds and relocated by DFG 
crews. The original plan had 
been to take 25 but it was de- 
cided to remove a 26th elk to 
replace one of the trans- 
planted elk, a cow, which 
died shortly after arrival in 
Santa Clara County. 

The cause of death could 
not be determined im- 
mediately and the elk’s car- 
cass has been taken to the 
DFG’s laboratory in Sac- 
ramento for examination. 

Last week’s operation 
was the second and last in 
this year’s program to re- 
duce the number of elk inthe 
Owens Valley by 50 and es- 
tablish viable herds in suit- 
able areas elsewhere in the 
state. Twenty-five elk were 
transplanted in October to 
the Lake Pillsbury area of 
Lake County. 

The Santa Clara County 
site comprises about 35,000 
acres and includes adjoin- 
ing Hewlett-Packard and 
Grant Ranch properties. 
Sixteen tule elk were trans- 
planted there from the 
Owens Vale last year to 
form the nucleus of what is 
called the Mount Hamilton 
herd. 

The DFG decided to re- 
move 50 elk from the Owens 
Valley this year when an ae- 
rial count in August showed 
that the free-roaming herd 
had increased beyond the 
490-elk capacity of the 
range.
